Many Classes of Business Will 
be Licensed by December Ist. 


Wartime Prices and Trade Board Issues Regulations 


OTTAWA, Oct. 16.—Departmental and country gen- 
eral stores, large hotels and soda bars, manufacturers and 
auctioneers, every person and firm in Canada manutactur- 


ing or dealing i in tood, feeds, livestock, poultry, 


yarn, 


cloth, clothing or footwear must secure a license from the 
Wartime Prices and 'l'rade Board by December 1 of this 
year. After that time, no unlicensed person or firm may 
buy for resale, handle, or sell any of those commodities. 


More than 200,000 businesses are 
affected by this vast plan to set up 
the machinery necessary for polic- 
ing prices and for securing speedy 
reports on available supplies in the 
event of wartime shortages. In 
this area, it is expected 15 to 20 
persons and firms will soon be dis- 
playing on their door or window of 
their places of business the attrac- 


tive gold and blue certificate which 
shows the public that they have ob- 
tained their wartime license. 


There is no license fee. Licence 
application forms will be distribut- 
ed through the mail late this month 
and any businessman who is sub- 
ject to the licensing order and does

Act to 
pay one-third of the regulzr freight 
charges on carload lots or steam- 
ship cargoes of Wester: grains 
whole or ground, wheat brin, wheat 
shorts, wheat middlings, wheat 
screenings, and mill feeds produced 
in Eastern Canada from Western 
wheat, shipped after Sept. 30, 1941, 
and distributed as feed beiore July 
1, 1942, from Port Arthur or Fort 
William to destinations in any pro- 
vince in Eastern Canada; provided 
that such grains and feeds are dis- 
tributed and used exclusively as

War Type Farming 
"Yr. 

The war has made it necessary for 
farmers to make chgnges in ine 
usual types of farming followed, as 
well as in the methods of operation. 
Emphasis has been placed on the 
production of cheese and bacon. 
Home grown feeds have to be uced 
as much as possible and labor re- 
quirements cut down to the mini- 
mum. With these facts in view, es- 
tumates have been made by the 
F.ieid Husbandry Division, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, ol the 
possible changes that can be made 
in the existing types of farming to 
accomplish these ends. A suggested 
prospectus has been drawn up tor 
an average-sized farm stocked for 
the dual purpose of beef cattle and 
bacon hogs. One-half of the cows 
is milked and the other half raises 
calves for baby beef. By having 
grain crops combined, binder as well 
as stocking and threshing expenses 
are eliminated. Milking in which 
cne man is hired. Such a method of 
operation could be modified to suit 
many tarms where labor is scarce.

Another interesting fact brought 
out in connection with New Bruns- 
wick’s experience is that since 1934 
the number of v.siting sportsmen 
taking out hunting licenses in the 
province has increased 400 per cent, 
while the number of non-res.dent 
anglers more than doubled. 


The Alberta Motor Association 
stresses the need of hard-surtacing 
provincial highways, if this Lrov- 
ince is to obtain its rightful share 
of the tourist business. 


When roads are paved, there is a 
multitude of benefits created, dir- 
ectly and indirectly. New service 
ctations spring up at key points, 
garages are estabilshed, new aven- 
ues of business are created, all com-_ 
bining to make trade better for all 
concerned, 


The public works department 
c.timates that Alberta has some 
miles of surfaced highways, such of 
whch contains the first course of 
“plotter” type of bituminous sur- 
facing. That mileage should be in- 
creased as speedily as possible co 
that it would soon be doubled, and 
tourists will be enabled to travel 
over hard surfaced roads to beauty 
spots in any part of the province 
that is reasonably close to a main 
highway.

Alberta's color combinat.onus on 
the motor license plates lor wie new 
leense year which opens Apri 1 
Wil be white iumerais on a biue 
background, according to imiorma- 
tion received by officials of the Ai- 
beita Motor Association, 

lt has been several years since 
this combinat.on has been used in 
this province, 

Pait of next year’s Supply has al- 
ready been delivered to the provai- 
cial government, as the o.uer for 
plates was placed in 1940. ‘ihe pro- 
vince took the precaution of liling 
an order early when it was indicat- 
ed that manufacturers might have 
difficulty in obtaining material for 
the plates, owing to war conditions. 

While there have been sugges- 
tions from some states that it is in- 
tended to adopt a permanent plate, 
it is nob likely that Alberta will take 
Such action, 

British Columbia, it is claimed, 
tied a permanent plate as an ex- 
periment, but decided to revert to 
the system of changing the colors 
each year, 

Officials here also point out that 
a certain number of plates are lost 
each year and these have to be sub- 
stituted now in any case. 

Another point is that adoption of 
a permanent plate plan might cause 
some confusion in operating the 
system under which the province 
rebates 20 per cent of the annual 
fee if the plates are jurned in be- 
fore Jan. 10 of each year.

More About Licensing 


(Cootinued from pag 1) 


not receive an application form 
should apply for one at his pot of. 
fice. At the post offices copies of 
the complete licensing order wiil 
also be available. To facilitate fur- 
ther the {introduction of the licens- 
ing plan, the Wartime Pricas and 
‘Trade Board is appointing nine re. 
gional licensing directors, one for 
each provinee. Individuals or firms 
who, after consulting the text of 
the licensing order, are still not 
ceitain on all points, should com- 
municate directly with ther reg- 
jonal licensing director. 


Licence application forms are 
easy to complete. At the top are 
spaces for the filing in of the name, 
address and official pos.tion of the 
applicant. Beneath thee paiticul- 
ars is a list of classes of business 
and commodities named in the h- 
censing order, All the applicant 
need do is place u check mark be- 
side has type of busmess and the 
kind of commodities he buys for re- 
sale, handles or sells. 


Applications of persons conduct- 
ing more than one place of busines 
must be accompanied by a list 
showing the address of each estab- 
lishment. If these places of busi- 
ness carry different legal names, 
separate applications must be made 
out for each under its own name. 


Licence cards and window trans- 
fers will be supplied to aii who .e 
applications are received and ac- 
cepted, and the display of this 
transfer on the window of an es- 
tablishment will not only werve as 
an indication that the tm is li- 
censed, but will also show the pub- 
lic that the licensee is co-operating 
with the government in its effort to 
avoid unnecessary increases in the 
cost of living. The first licen-e 
identification card will be light 
blue in color and will expire on 
March 31, 1942. It will carry the 
license number allotted to the ap- 
plicant in the upper right hand 
corner. At the left is a space for 
the signature of the holder. This 
license identification card will be 
mailed to each licencee along with 
his window certificate. 


Each Lcencee will receive a num- 
ber which he will retain from year 
to year, provided the name of his 
firm is not changed or his license 
cancelled by the board, After De- 
cember 1, when any of the com- 
modit.es named in the _ licensing 
order are bought for resale, both 
the seller's and the buyer's license 
numbers must be marked on the 
sales slip, invoice or other document 
which records the sale. 


Licenses and window  transfeis 
will be renewed every six months. 
It will not, however, be necessary 
for the license holder to apply for 
a new license because he will auto- 
matically receive one by mail at the 
end of every six months. These 
periods expire on the last day of 
March and September. 


Under the board's licensing order 
the following classes of persons, 
firms and corporations are required 
to secure a license by December 1, 
1941; 


“Every manufacturer, proces- 
sor, blender, packer, importer, 
exporter, wholesaler, jobber, re- 
tailer, manufacturer’s agent, 
broker, commission merchant, 
auctioneer, warehouse operator, 
cold storage plant operator, co- 
operative buying organization, 
co-operative marketing or selling 
organization, producer who buys 
and sells the products of others, 
drover, huckster, or other per- 
son who buys the products of 
agriculture for re-sale, custom 
tailor, shoe-repair shop operator, 
public eating place operator, or 
Other dealer, who buys, sells, 
stores, ships, transports, distri- 
butes or otherwise deals in food 
products, aerated or mineral wa- 
ters, mill feeds, feeds for live- 
Stock or poultry, clothing, head- 
Wear, yarn or cloth of cotton, 
linen, wool, silk, artificial silk or 
rayon, wool or cotton blankets, 
fur goods, hosiery, footwear, or 
boot and shoe findings.” 


License holders will be required 
to make reports if and when re- 
Guired by the board, They must al- 
60 notify the Director of Licensing 


in writing of any change in name, 
addiess, ownership or character of 
the business within ten days of the 
change. Failure to do this, or fail- 
ure to perform such other acts as 
may be required by the board, will 
result in the suspension. of the li- 
cense. 


The term “public eating place 
operator” applies not only to res- 
taurant keepers, but also to rail- 
Ways, steamships, drug store and 
hotel proprietors if food is served 
in their places of business. Any 
person or firm who sells food, even 
if it is only chocolate bars, is sub- 
ject to license, If, for example, a 
department or novelty store oper- 
ates a cafeteria, lunch counter, so- 
da bar, or dining room, the store 
should be Listed on its license ap- 
plication as operating a public eat- 
ing place in addition to its classi- 
fication as a retail merchant, Pub- 
lic eating places, on the other hand, 
which sells some fruits, vegetables, 
or groceries, will not be required to 
list themselves as retail merchants. 
But in the license application form,

Prices and Trade Board i cense.

the licensing regulations cover the 
handling and sale of food vuits and 
clothing is show in the p.ovisions 
covering waiehouves and uld stor- 
age plants. Alte: Decemu.r 1, per- 
sons Who ale subject bo Lac licens- 
ing order may not store wy article 
ot 1ood, feed, clothing ol footwear 
until they have secured a license, 
and no warehouse or stoiage plant 
operator w.ll be p srmitted to ac- 
cept such commodities unless the 
number of the storer’s license is 
marked on the document recording 
tie acceptance. None of these com- 
modities can be withdrawn from 
cold storage or warehouse for re- 
sale unless the person making the 
withdrawal is licensed by the board 
and unless the document recording 
the release carries his license num- 
ber. All warehouse and cold stor- 
age plant operators must, of course, 
themselves be licensed. 


These licensing requirements are 
not designed to curtail business op- 
erations, By having every person 
who in any way handles the com- 
modities named in the order under 
the license, the poard will have the 
machinery with which to make 
speedy checks on available stocks 
and to police more effectively any
